Hughes,” with conceptions of him they never cherished before. 
“What a fine, handsome, upstanding, dignified Prime 
Minister 
• President Harding has,” was Lord Northcliffe’s spontaneous ex- 
• clamation when he emerged from Mr. Hughes private office. 
“He will make a deep impression upon the world statesmen who 
sit around the Washington conference table.” 
Lord Northcliffe’s second and last day in Washington largely 
was devoted to hobnobbing with fellow craftsmen. He devoted the 
I morning to newspapers and newspaper correspondents, 
scrutin- 
i izing with trained eye how the great metropolitan journals of the 
country had “covered” the story of the 
day—his 
story—and 
answering reportorial questions without stint on late 
develop­ 
ments of it. 
At 12:30 o’clock, Friday, the Overseas Writers, the new 
Washington organization of correspondents with foreign service 
records— twenty-six in number— entertained Lord 
Northcliffe 
land Mr. Steed at luncheon. 
It was the debut of the organiza­ 
tion , which felt itself peculiarly favored in being able to entertain 
‘as its first guest the front-page figure of two hemispheres. 
At 4 o’clock Friday Lord Northcliffe attended the bi-weekly 
.newspaper conference with President Harding at the 
White 
I House. 
He went in the capacity of a special correspondent of 
his own papers. 
After the W’hite House conference Lord Northcliff^ drove to 
1 the Capitol to meet the correspondents attached to the 
Senate 
press gallery There he was welcomed by Robert Barry, chairman 
of the Standing Committee, who introduced the British visitor. 
Lord Northcliffe in reply said the men who report congres­ 
sional proceedings in the United States capital had taught their 
British conferees one thing—the art of eliminating the uninterest­ 
ing and concentrating on the vital.

The Senate had adjourned, but Lord Northcliffe was anxious 
to make one call while at the Capitol—on Senator Frank B. Bran* 
degee, of Connecticut . He had promised Ambassador

; magnate was anxious to tell Mr Brandegee “what a fine Ambas- 
sador George Harvey is making.
